for weeks have been absorbing the offerings ' 


in this market—the offerings represented by 
the sales of the bear speculators and hedges 
against elevator stocks from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, as well as against ship- 
ments of wheat from all ports of 
the world and the amount on passage,” the 
latter item alone comprising about 30,000,000 
bushels, In no ease were the brokers acting 
for these houses permitted to bid for property 
—that is, bid the market up in order to get 
wheat. The object has been ciearly to accu- 
mulate as large a line as possible without at- 
tracting notice, the big scalping operations 
under the supposed direction of the Armours 
distracting attention from the real business 
that was being transacted. Pardridge, the 
bear plunger, imagined that he was an im- 
portant factor in the market, and some of his 
friends and admurers sounded his praises to 
the ceiling and made it appear that he held 
the markets in thd hollow of his 
hand. All the time the clique kept on 
laying in contracts to take wheat in May. 
Numberless little concerns are at this moment 
long from 500,000 to 1,500,000 bushels each, 
whose books usually show open trades in 50, 
000 to 400,000 bushels. On the breaks they 
have been called viciously for margins, always 
responding cheerfully and promptly, rarely 
“calling back.“ the procedure commonly 
adopted when it is desired to protest against 
demands deemed unnecessarily severe. The 
larger houses have also been fayored to a 
moderate extent with clique buying orders, 
but not enough to attract attention. It is 
piven out in explanation, when “Wny one asks, 
Who 16 buying ali this wheat?’ that the for- 
eigners represented the long interest and that 
they were certain to be shaken out.“ This 
general belief has helped to keep the market 
weak and made it easier to accumulate con- 
tracts on the buying side. Sentiment was all 
one way aud it was the common expectation 
to see wheat work down to 75 or 80 cents. 
Why it did not so break was a mystery. The 
news from abroad was that the old world 
had more wheat in sight than it had any use 
for, and that there was nothing to sustain 
prices. In this country the grain piled up 
faster than it could be disposed of, and on 
neither continent was there until lately the 
slightest appearance of speculative support. 
In the language of the pit, Wheat hadn’t a 
friend on earth.” Appearances are some- 
times deceptive. 

Probably 80,000,000 Bushels “Sold” in 

This Market, 

The wheat that stands sold upon the books 
of the commission houses on the Chicago 
Board of Trade at the present writing aggre- 
gates 70,000,000 to 80,000,000 bushels. The 
quantity may be above the outside limit—it 
certainly is net below the inside figure given. 
An ‘intelligent canvass of the commission 
houses-by any experienced person will prove 
the conservatism of this estimate. The figures 
look large but they will bear analysis. 

It will not do to argue that this market can- 
not carry a quiet concentrated long or short 
interest of 30,000,000 to 50,000,000 bushels, for 
the Harper failure developed the fact (from 
an examination of the books and receipts of the 
bank-wreckers’ brokers) that that individual 
was long through half a dozen concerns 
in this market 48,000,000 bushels, when no- 
body imagined he could belong more than 
20,000,000 bushels. A man who would admit 
that he thought Harper had as much as 25,- 
000, 000 bushels bought here would have been 
voted crazy or a fool. The market is bigger 
and broader than it was then. Harper was a 
bungler. The men composing the syndicate 
now working the market are artists. 

Now what does an open interest of 70,000,000 
to 80,000,000 bushels represent? Suppose that 
80,000,000 bushels represents wheat in Western 
warehouses sold against in Chicago asa 
hedge to protect holders of cash property 
against declines in the market. It is 
claimed” on pretty good authority that 
there is less than 40,000,000 bush- 
els in public and private warehouses 
in the West, and sales against a goodly per- 
centage of the grain have been niade in other 
markets, trading for future delivery being in 
vogue in St. Louis, Toledo, Minneapolis, New 
York, and elsewhere. Only asmall part of 
the Western grain sold for delivery upon the 
the Chicago market will ever get here; it will 
be bought in and the trade canceled that way, 
as the actual grain passes into consumption. 

All of this may be dry detail to the lay 
reader, but it is set ‘orth to show that the 
actual open speculative short interest or 
„ ind“ sales in the Chicago market is ap- 
proximately 50,000,000 bushels, which amount 
must be bought id upon the open market, be- 
cause it cannot be delivered in substance. 
This speculative short interest, as described 
in contradistinction to . against 
possessed delivera in emergency 
upon — 4 4 is wind ” wheat.

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THE DRY-GOODS MERCHANT AFTER 
AN ENTIRE BLOCK. 


In Addition to His Own Building He Now 
Controls the Entire Frontage on the 
North Side of Washington Street, Be- 
tween Holden Place and Wabash Av- 
enue—Something About Previous At- 
tempts Made to Secure the Froperty— 
Terms of the Leases and Sales, 

The last link in a chain of transactions in- 
volving at least the first chapter in one of the 
most important operations in the history of 
Chicago real estate has just been completed. 

The entire frontage on the north side of 


Washington street betweén Holden place and 


Wabash avenue is now controlled by one man, 


and that man is Marshall Field. Mr. Field’s 


attempts to secure the Washington street 
frontuge haye extended over a number of 
months. Negotiations have been commenced 
and abandoned, but at last by a series of leases 
and purchases involving property valued at 
$735,000 the unbroken frontage has been 
secured. 1 

This property is in the shape of a rectangle, 
bounded by an alley on the north, Wabash 
avenue on the east, Washington street on the 
south, and a forty-foot alley or place on the 
west. It is 110 feet deep and has a frontage 
of 150 feet, It is known as Nos. 21 to 31 Wash- 
ington street, No. 21 Washington street has a 
frontage of thirty feet and was sold by the 
Laing and Marsh heirs. The different inter- 
ests of these heirs were purchased for $200,000 
and the transfer was made to John L. Brewer. 
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No. 31 Washington street, at the corner of the 
alley, was sold by Juergens & Anderson for 
$165,000, the title bemg taken by 
the same man. This property is 24x96 
feet. The small piece of land in 
the rear, with the lot adjoming on 
the east, 24x110 feet, has been in possession of 
Mr. Field for some time. The property at 
No. 27 with the same frontage was sold by 
Richard Campbell for - 100,000. The two 
properties at Nos. 28 and 25 have just been 
secured, Twenty-five feet at No. 23 were 
sold by William Stewart for $150,000. 
Leases Secured. 

No arrangements could be made for the 
purchase of the lot 24x110 feet owned by J. F. 
Lord. An arrangement was made, however, 
by which he lenses the property for ninety- 
nine years on the basis of 5 per cent on a 
valuation of $120,000. The amount repre- 


sented in the purchase of the five holdings is 
. $735,000, 


The property of course is secured to provide 
for an extension of the retail business of 
Marshall Field & Co, Just what form this 
extension will take has not been decided. 
The subdivision of the entire block in which 
are situated these properties, Marshall Field’s 
store, and Central Music Hall is somewhat 
peculiar. The block is divided into two equal 
parts by Holden place, forty feet in width, 
running north and south. There are two lat- 
eral alleys, both running from Holden place 
east to Wabash avenue. There is no alley 
opening out to State street. One of the alleys 
opening to Wabash avenue isin the rear of 
the frontage recently secured by Mr. Field. 
The other one is parallel and similarly situat- 
ed to a number of lots 104 feet deep, fronting 
north on Randolph street. 

Between these two alleys are three holdings, 
one owned by Hetty Green, one by the Bots- 
ford estate, and the third, which has recently 
been purchased from Sarah A. Whittemore, 
by Mr. Field. At the time that purchase was 
made Mr. Field was in negotiation with the 
Botsford estate and Mrs. Green for their Wa- 
bash avenué frontages. The purchase as orig- 
inally planned would have given Mr. Field 
control of the south two-thirds of the entire 
block. 

According to one of the interested parties 
Mr. Field intended to vacate Holden place 
south of the north cross alley. In lieu of this 
he proposed to deed the Whittemore lot lying 
along the north alley to the other property- 
owners in the block as an addition to the alley. 
The south eros alley was also to be vacated. 
This new arrangement of the block would 
provide for a forty-foot alley between the Cen- 
tral Music Hall block and the building occu- 
pied by the Western News company. This 
forty-foot alley would then turn east at right 
angles and open out to Wabash avenue. The 
lower part of the block would be one solid 
holding and an ideal site for a splendid mer- 
eantile building. It is not known whether 
this plan could be carried out in case only the 
Washington street frontage is taken. 


All Cash Transactions. 


The purchases so far have been cash trans- 
actions, They are, however, unsatisfactory 
exponents of values. The value of property 
on Washington street. seems to have varied 
with the degree of knowledge in regard to the 
situation possessed by the various owners. 
The valuations range as follows: For the 
Campbell lot, $38 a square foot; for the Lord 
lot, $45; for the corner of the alley, $71; for 
the Stewart lot, $54; and for the corner of 
Wabash avenue, $60a square foot. 

It seems to be a fact, notwithstanding sun- 
dry emphatic denials, that the majority of the 
Music Hall stock is controlled by Marshall 
Field. The last sale of stock to Mr. Field, 
and the one by which the key to the situation 
was secured, is said to have been made at the 
rate of 8450 a share. Just when a change will 
be made in this property and Mr. Field will 
gain control of the remainder of the propeaty 
in the block is problematical. There seems 
to be no inclination to hurry matters. Negotia- 
tions for the Western News holding and for 
the Randolph street property owned by A. 8. 
Trude are said to be under way. In fact, the 
statement is freely made that Marshall Field 
has practically provided for securmg the en- 
tire block bounded by State street and Wa- 
bash avenue and Washington and Randolph 
streets. At any rate the unbroken Washing- 
ton street front has been purchased. 

Wilham A. Merigold & Co. report the sale 
of Nos. 45 and 47 East Sixteenth street for 
$25,000, and a $12,500 house at Green Lake, 
Wis.

Homer B. Galpin, City Gas Inspector, was 
asked if he had been aware of the fact that 
the gas companies employed irresponsible 
men to record the reading of gas meters, and 
what his duty was in case he had such knowl- 


Mr. Galpin said: 

**T have no right to dictate to the gas com- 
panies in regard to the men they employ. It 
is none of my business. The gas companies 
are corporations dealing with this city as an- 
other corporation. It is my business simply 
to see that the gas companies furnish the city 
with such gas as our contract calls for in the 
street lamps. I have no more authority over 
the gas trust than I have over: the New York 
Central railroad.”’ 

Isn't it your business to see that the 
meters are making an honest record?“ 

“When a gas consumer complains at this 
office that his meter is out of order it is my 
duty to inspect the meter and find out if the 
machinery is correctly recording. The meter 
may be recording air or water. But that is 
none of my affair. The gas company may be 
making false returns from the meter. That 
is none of my business. I have no means of 
knowing what they put on their books. When 
a man ‘kicks’ about his meter the process he 
must go through is to have the meter brought 
to my office. He must pay me $1 for inspec- 
tion and pay the was company $1.50 for taking 
out and putting in the meter. We generally 


advise po ple to let their meters alone, In 


nine cases out of ten the meters prove to be in 
good working order.“ 


USED NO GAS, BUT A BILL CAME. 


Fred 8. Pond Relates an Experience of One 
of His Neighbors—“ Kickers” Talk.

A 
neighbor turned his gas off altugether for two 
months, yet.the bill for one month included 
in the time was in excess of that for the month 
preceding when gas was used.

The license shall pruvide 
that liquors shall not be sold to miuors, 
habitual drunkards, intoxicated persons, or 
those against whom written notices have been 
filed. Saloons are to be closed from 11 p. m. 
to 6 a, m. week days and at all hours Sundays 
and election days. No games of any kind 
are permitted to be played on the premises.

pulation of 2,000 or under where 
icenses are issued the annual license 
fee shall be §500, and in cities of a 
population of over 2,000 the license fee

rovisions are also made for the calling of 
special elections to decide upon the question 
of license or prohibition, but such elections

FATAL FALL OF A NEW FIREMAN. 


Killed While Practicing a Drill with a 
Pompier Ladder. 

While practicing the Pompier ladder drill 
Monday afternoon upon the tower in the rear 
of the truck house on Pacific avenue Dennis F. 
King of No. 322 West Ohio street fell from the 
third story and received injuries from which’ he 
died at Merey Hospital Monday night. King 
had been a member of the Fire Department but 
ten days and was going through one of the drills 
new men take to properly instruct them for 
the possible experiences at fires. Speaking of 

matter last night Chief Swenie said that 

Pompier drill was one ot the most neces- 
sary that a new fireman must take to make 
— an effective member of the depart-

The Pompier drill consists of scaling a 
building by means of eight ladders hung from 
ledges of the different stories. In the rear of 
each truck-house a tower with several window 
ledges stands, and upon one of these towers 
the newly-appointed fireman practices. Start- 
«ng from the ground and fastening one of the 
ladders on the ledge above he scales the building 
to the roof. Asa rule the firemen are in but 
little danger, as they are cautioned against 
bearing their weight upon either side of the 
ladder in ascending, but in the case of King 
the unfortunate man forgot the warning and 
leaned on one side, thus causing the ladder to 
sway and fall.”’ 


STRUCK AT A GRADE CROSSING, 


George Denkel’s Wagon Crushed Under 
Him but He Escapes Alive. 

Another railroad crossing horror was nar- 
rowly averted yesterday aftérnoon on the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern tracks at Paulina and 
Kinzie streets.

THE FACTS MUST BE COLLECTED FIRST. 

The Council has authorized the Mayor to 
employ three experts to report a method by 
which grade crossings can be abolished within 
the city by the elevation of the tracks or other- 
wise. They are given threo months in which 
to do the work. As the problem is compli- 
cated by the existence of a number of via- 
ducts and the fact that while it may be easy 


for one road to elevate its tracks it may be 


exceedingly difficult for another to do it, 
three months seems too little time rather than 
too much. 

The Mayor said in his message to the Coun- 
cil: The validity of any ordinance that you 
may pass depends upon its reasonableness. 
Its reasonableness will be determined in view 
of all the facts in the case.“ This is simply a 
restatement.of the doctrine laid down by the 
courts. They hold that a city may order a 
railroad to make a crossing safe, and pre- 
scribe the way in which it shall be done. But 
the powers of the Council are not unlimited. 
If it orders the work of protection done in 
such a manner as to involve great and un- 
necessary expense, while it can be done in a 
way which will answer the purpose egually 
well and cost much less, the courts will inter- 
fere, and order the adoption of the cheaper 
plan. 

‘Therefore, before the city plunges into this 
track-elevation business, it must know ex- 
actly where it stands. It must have sufficient 
information to enable it to defend its policy 
from court to court. Yeta local paper says: 

There is only one step to be taken: The Coun- 
cil should instruct the Law Department of the 
' city to proceed with the enforcement of the law 
requiring the railroads to remove their tracks 
from grade crossings. Thisis the beginning and 
must be the end of the matter. There is no other 
way. Creating intermeddling expert boards is 
simply nonsense, 

If the city were to go at the railroads in this 
slapdash way it would accomplish nothing, 
for it cannot arbitrarily order the railroads to 
remove their tracks from grade crossings. 
The city’s part is to order the roads to make 
tne crossings safe, and prescribe the method. 
Hitherto it has insisted generally on gates and 
watchmen. It has found they are unsatis- 
factory, and it proposes to substitute viaducts 
or elevated tracks. But it must tell each road 
which it prefers, and it must be able to show 
that it has recommended the most efficient 
and cheapest mode, If it cannot the railroad 
will beat it out of court. 

The more information the city can get be- 
fore it takes a new departure the better. So 
there is no reason toscoff at Mayor Wash- 
burne’s experts. It is possible, however, that 
much of the work has been done already. A 
commission of leading engineers was formed 
last year tolook into this whole question of 
elevated terminals in this city. It made ex- 
tensive researches, and its report, which ought 
to be ready, may contain a large part of the 
needed information. ; 


ELECTING THE PRESIDENT BY POPULAR 
VOTE. 


The Boston Herald, the leading Democratic 
paper of New England, comes out flat-footed 
in favor of the election of President and Vice- 
President by the popular vote. It Bays with 
much truth: 

The Président and Vice-President should be 
elected by popular vote. In this way the advan- 
tage that is given to certain States would be done 
away with, and a man who commanded the suf- 
frages of the people would need to be reasonably 
popular in all parts of the country. As it is now, 
the doubtful, or so-called pivotal, States. such as 
New York and Indiana, are given a political as- 
cendency that they are in no way entitled to pos- 
sess. Candidates of the two'parties are selected 
with a view to their drawing qualities in these 
‘particular commonuwealths—a method that would 
never be adopted if the vote of one American, no 
matter where he lived, would count as much in 
the election of a President as the vote of another 
American. 


Will other papers of the same political faith 
follow the lead of the Herald? By doing so 
they will place themselves in line with that 
unquestioned Democrat, Andrew Jackson. 
No matter was nearer to his heart than the 
abolition of the present system of choosing 
Presidents. In his first message he called at- 
tention to the necdssity of changing the mode 
of election so as to secure to the people the 
direct choice of their Chief Magistrate with- 
out any intermediate agency.“ Six times in 
six separate messages did he call the attention 
of Congress to the subject, but in vain. 

Jackson felt keenly on this subject because 
he believed that the existing method of elec- 
tion had deprived him of the Presidency in 
1824. His competitors on that occasion were 
Adams, Crawford, and Clay. Jackson had a 
decided plurality of the popular vote, but 
failed to secure a majority of the Electors. 
The election was carried into the House of 
Representatives, where Adams had a majority 
of the States. If tne people had been allowed 
to make a direct choice of President in 1824 
“ without any intermediate agency,“ such as 
Electoral Colleges or the House of Represent- 
atives, Jackson would have been Président 
four years sooner than he was. The feeling 
of the causes of his sweeping success in 1828. 
It was Jackson’s idea also that the President 
should be chosen for a six-year term ard be 
ineligible for reslection.

A BLOW y AT THE FOREIGN SHOPPERS.

cause it was made abroad, when he never had 
a chance to purchase American fabrics, But 
a stop should be put to this practice of Amer- 
ican men and women crossing the Atlantic 
every summer and returning with trunks filled 
with foreign goods which they get through the 
custom-house duty free because they are for 
their personal use. Hundreds of thousands 
of dollars are spent abroad in that way which 
ought to be spent at home, 

The McKinley Tariff law as passed by the 
House had a provision that all wearing ap- 
parel worth more than $500 should be dutia- 
ble. The Senate struck it out. Perhaps some 
of its members feared it would interfere with 
the European shopping excursions of their 
wives. The House accepted the amendment, 
and as a result the summer tourists came 
bome last year laden down with clothing and 
fripperies of all kinds, They deprived the 
government of revenue or American workmen 
of employment. 0 

It is time that this business should be ended 
and if Mr. Fithian succeeds in doing it, many 
will rise up and call him blessed. Among 
them will be the American merchant tailors 
who have protested on various occasions 
against allowing the gilded youth so many 
8pportunities for wearing English coats duty- 
free when they ought to be made to wear 
home-made ones or pay a heavy duty on the 
foreign article. They will be glad to get up a 
new and striking style of coat and name it 
after the Illinois Congressman and also make 
him an honorary member of their fraternity 
if he does them a good turn. 


The present tariff law puts on the free list— | 


Wearing apparel and other personal effects (not 
merchandise) of persons arriving in the United 
States, but this‘exemption shall not be held to 
include articles not actually in use of such per- 
sons for the purposes of their journey, and present 
comfort and convenience. 

It will de seen that this language is too 
broad, and lea ves too much room for the play 
of the imagination of the American tourist 
who faucies that whatever she has bought 
abroad is actually in use and essential to her 
comfort. It would be much better to replace 
it by Mr. Fithian’s amendment, or to insert 
in it the $500 limitation of the original McKin- 


ley blll. 


MR. SPRINGER’S WOOL AND WOOLENS BILL 

The bill to revise the wool and woolens 
schedules of the tariff law is at last in a shape 
which satisfies the majority of the Committee 
on Ways and Means. Raw wool is put on the 
free list, but waste and shoddy pay a duty of 
30 per cent. The specific duties on woolens, 
put on to compensate the manufacturers for 
the duties on the raw wool, are swept away, 
and the ad valorem protective duties are cut 
down to a little less than was proposed by the 
Mills bill, the average being 35 per cent in- 
stead of the 40 per cent of the measure of 1888. 

If this bill goes through the House in its 
present form and the Senate defeats it the 
Democrats will be provided with a strong is- 
sue on which to make their Presidential fight 
this summer and fall. For such a bill would 
benefit 99 per cent of the American people. 
It would raise rather than reduce the price of 
American ‘wool, especially of the finer kinds, 
and would stimulate production. Under the 
‘McKiniey law the price has gone down three 
or four cents a pound. This is not what was 
promised the wool-growers in 1890, and they 
are disappointed and disgusted. 

There are said to be a million of these 
growers. Nine hundred thousand of them 
have less than twenty-five sheep apiece, which 
they raise rather for mutton and to keep 
down the weeds than for the fleeces. Those 
who depend on the fleeces fora living num- 
ber but a few thousands, and are found main- 
ly in Texas and the arid States and Terri- 
tories beyond the hundredth degree of longi- 
tude. The owners of the small flocks would 
derive a much greater benefit from the cheap- 
ening of their woolen clothing and blankets 
and the improvement of the cloth by lessen- 
ing/the quantity of cotton and home-made 


rence and the other Ohio ram-raisers. 

Unless wool should advance considerably 
this spring, of which there is no present indi- 
cation, very few wool-growers will object to 
the repeal of the useless and injurious wool 
Schedules of the McKinley law. They were 
told unequivocally that the higher duties would 
add to the selling value of their fleeces. Such 
has not been the case, and they are sick of the 
Ohio wool idea.“ 

If no wool bill is passed and the market re- 
mains as dull as it is now the Democrats will 
declare from thousands of stumps and in thou- 
sands of papers that the wool and woolens 
schedules of the present law are a nuisance— 
of no value to manufacturer or sheep-raiser, 
and the cause of great loss to the consumers 
of woolen clothing. A great many of the vot- 
ers will be inclined to believe these statements. 
Probably nothing would please the Democrats 
more than to see the Republicans take up the 
cudgels in defense of the blundering work of 


the Ohio ram-raisers and make it one of the 


leading issues in the coming contest. 


OUR CEREAL PRODUCTION. 
The Louisville Courier Journal recalis the 


fact that less than sixty years ago the great 
Richard Cobden advised English emigrants 
not to go into the wilderness of the Illinois, 
which is and always will be unfit for habita- 
tion; and that near the same date the equal- 
ly celebrated De Tocqueville predicted that the 
American settlements would never cross the 
Rocky Mountains. Yet that “ wilderness” 
now contains four millions of inhabitants and 
a city which ranks well up towards the top of 
the world’s list of important aggregations of 
humanity, while there are several millions of 
Americans living west of the Rockies. The 
wisest of men are not always correct in their 
judgment in regard to the course of the fut- 
ure. 

The point is made in connection with 
the situation that the farmers of the 
Southern States shall turn their at- 
tention’ to the producing of wheat and 
corn. Some péople have got the idea that in 


well adapted to the production of corn, and 
there can be little doubt that now the atten- 
tion of its citizens is called to the fact 


raising good.crops of the cereals and needing 
only the artificial irrigation which can be sup- 
plied from the higher lands, including mount- 
ain ranges, Taking in the whole of these 
‘possibilities we have in sight the means of 
raising in North America at least twice as 
much cereal food as at present, with the cer- 
tainty that corn would be used gladly by 
many people in the old world should wheat 
become relatively scarce. And this without 
taking into account the fact that areas now 


‘under cultivation can be made to yield vastly 


more each year when irrigation methods are 
introduced, as they certainly will be ere many 
years have passed in the coming century. 

So there need be no fear of the food scarcity 
which some people have predicted would af- 
flict this part of the world in the near future. 
But the Courier-Journal thinks the Canadian 
Northwest will be settled only in a tardy way, 
its political isolation from the United States 
being fully as effective as its cold climate in 
making the filling up process a slow one. And 
those who do go there must be chiefly the 
more hardy class of immigrants from the 
northern countries of Europe, who already are 
inured to cold. It thinks that Canada will be 
neglected till the United States is filled up. 
Hence the South will have a good chance to 
establish wheat-growing before the Canadian 
Northwest is developed. But whether so or 
not the country has already proven that 
neither Cobden nor De Tocqueville under- 
stood its conditions and possibilities. 


THE FRAUDULENT BLAND BILL. 

The Bland.idea that by making a law of his 
or any other free coinage measure silver and 
gold can be made to circulate on equal terms, 
when they are widely unequal in value, is an 
idledream. For sixty or seventy years pre- 
vious to the South and. Missouri Democratic 
rebellion we had free silver coinage in this 
country. It was just about as free coinage as 
is provided for in the Bland bill, yet in all that 
time no silver dollars circulated. With very 
few exceptions nobody would have the silver 
bullion coined into dollars, because com- 
mercially they were worth about 3 per cent 
more than the standard gold price. The few 
silver dollars that were coined did not circu- 
late, but found their way into the melting pot 
of the silversmith. Bland and his fellow mem- 
bers on the committee must have known of 
this, yet they | ve the brazen assurance to as- 
sert that standard gold dollars, worth com- 
mercially 40 to 50 per cent more, will circu 
late at parity with the silver dollar if the Free 
Coinage bill becomes a law. This shows that 
the bimetallic pretense is a willful fraud and 
falsehood. The men who make it are know- 
ingly seeking to degrade the monetary stand- 
ard to one of 70 cent silver dollars. And if 
they carry their point the following classes of 
people, among others, will be specially harmed 
and defrauded by ita operation: 

First, the 1,250,000 holders of life insurance 
policies, who, having paid premiums en a 
gold basis with the suppesition that the 
widows and orphans would be paid in 100 cent 
gold dollars, will awaken to the fact thas their 
heirs are to be done out of one-third the 
value of their policies. And nearly half of 
these people are Democrats—men in Bland’s 
own party. Will they not kick when they dis- 
cover the result of passing his bill ? 

Second, there are some 800,000 pensioners, 
soon to be increased to 1,000,000, one-third of 
whom are Democrats. All these will have to 
be paid in 70-cent dollars if the Bland bill be- 
comes a law, and the buying power of their 
pensiou money will be reduced by one-third. 
Would they not kick, tob :? 

Third, more than 2,000,000 persons who 
have an aggregate of exceeding a billion dol- 
lars laid away in the savings banks, every 
dollar of it being placed there as an equivalent 
of gold. Half the number are Democrats. It 
is proposed to pay them in dollars each of 
which is worth but 70 per cent. of the money 
that was paidin. Will they not kick, too? 

Fourth, half a million of men, and several 
thousands of poor working women, who have 
put their money into buildimg loan. associa- 
tions, or into land loan ana mortgage com- 
panies.

MORMONISM IN ARIZONA. 

One of the principal reasons why Arizona 
should not be admitted to Statehood at pres- 
ent is to be found in the alarming predom- 
inance and growing power of the Mormon ele- 
ment of its population, There is little doubt 
that the Statehood movement, which is op- 
posed by the intelligent and moral Americans 
of the Territory, is intended to assist in es- 
tablishing the Mormon hierarchy just as it is 
in Utah, and that should a State government 
be formed: its headquarters would really 
be at Salt Lake City. One of the leading Ari- 
zona papers thus demonstrates the power of 
the Mormon Church in that Territory: 

The Thirteenth Legislature enacted a law 
which in effect took the public schools out of the 
control of this immoral aggregation of foreign, 
opaque ignorance, It also placed upon the statute 
books a test oath. These laws were passed by 
that body, and voted for by both Democrats aud 
Republicans. When the church saw this 
state of things, she at once began feeling around 
tor relief; and in the bosem of the Democratic 
party her emissaries found consolation. Pre- 
vious to this the Mormons yoted without orders, 
and C. C. Bean had been elected to Congress. A 
coalition was made, with this understanding, that 
the Mormons were to vote solidly for Mark Smith 
and the Democratic candidates for the Legis- 
lature. In return for this unholy support the 
Legisiature, which would have a Democratic 
majority, would repeal the laws which were ob- 
noxious to the apostles of lust and licentiousness.

Thedollarin silver, and the pa- 
per dollar based upon it, have hitherto circu- 
lated at one-sixteenth the value of -an equal 
weight of gold because it has been the policy 
of the government to make the reserve of 
gold in the Treasury a means of sustaining 
the silver coin at itg nominal value, which is 
far above the actual. But the moment free 
coinage was ordered the government would 
no longer be able to maintain that artificial] 
parity if it should try to do so, and it would 
not try. When anybody could carry 37,125 
grains of silver to the mint and have it turned 
into $100 on his own account, the silver so 
returned to anyman would buy no more 
goods in the shape of coin than it would in 
the shape of bullion, except that there would 
be a small difference due to the convenience 
of the coin as compared with the bullion.

Mountains of Snow in Austria-Hungary. 

Vienna, Feb. 17.—Terrible snow-storms are 
raging in Galicia, a province in the extreme 
northeast of Austria-Hungary. The snow is 
piled up in immense drifts and traffic on the 
various railway lines is almost wholly sus- 
pended. The wagon roads are also badly 
blockaded by the heavy fall of snow, and the 
routes from Inneabruck, the capital city of 
the Tyrol, are completely obliterated, shutting 
off almost all: communication with the place, 

The snowfall in the Eastera and Central 
Alps has been incessant sinzse Friday and it 
now lies to adepth of from twelve to sixteen 
feet in the Semmering and Hochveitsch 
Passes. A large number of cottages in Styria 
are almost buried. The weather moderated to- 
day and a thaw set in, This has caused the 
utmost alarm among people dwelling on 
the lower Alps and in the mountainous ham- 
lets, as it is feared that much destruction will

THE GERMANS IN AFRICA. 


Attack on the Soden Administration of Af- 
fairs There—Luxuriousness at Zanzibar. 
Berum, Feb. 17.—Eugene Wolff, the news- 

paper correspondent whose repurts to the 

Tageblatt on the disaster to the Zelewski ex- 

pedition and other matters caused Chancellor 

von Caprivi to order his expulsion from Ger- 
man East Africa in November last, has pub- 
lished an amplified aftack upon Baron Soden’s 
administration of the Governorship of the 

East African colony. It will be remembered 

that about the middle of September last word 

was received that in the recent fight between 
the German corps under Capt. Zelewski and 

a body of natives 600 of Capt. Zelewski’s 

blacks were killed and all the guns and am- 

munition were lost. Besides, Capt. Zelewski, 

Officers Seitwitz and Pierch, Dr. Dunschow, 

and four non-commissioned officers were re- 

ported missing. Wolff now declares that no 
reporta on the actual losses in the last two 
fights with the natives have ever been pub- 
lished, nor, he adds, have the facts ever been 
announced that an English caravan had been 
plundered. Wolff says that all the officers of 
experience in East Africa have either been 
dismissed from the service or have resigned in 
disgust, and the Soden régime has destroyed 
public confidence and stopped progress, and 
is bound to end in disaster. Wolff’s article 
will form the subject of an interpellation in 

the 5 
Dr. Marseille, the medical adviser of the 

Sultan of Zanzibar, gave two years ago de- 

tails with regard to the causes of the troubles 

in East Africa and how the Germans aimed 
toward the natives. He said that the attempts 
at plantation made by the German company 
in the west territory ceded by the Sultan were 
never serious, as they were limited to the con- 


struction of same huts, which were 
called stations, and the planting of 
some bits of ground with tobacco. In 


the meantime the Germans led at Zanzibar 
a luxurious life, and the greater part of the 
money was spent in champagne. For the ad- 
ministration of this territory, which they had 
obtained from the Sultan, they had engaged 
to pay to the Sultan an annual sum of 300,000 
rupees ($100,000), but their chief object was 
the receiving of customs duties, as trade was 
then very flourishing and the customs have 
an enormous return. The contract, how- 
ever, was drawn up in such a wa 
that the 800,000 rupees never had to be pai 
the Sultan being their debtor for the opening 
of ways of communication and no other im- 
provements. The convention came into op- 
eration the 14th of August, and within two 
months from that date the German civilizers 
had spoiled 8 pve Germans te- 
haved with extreme brutality and for the 
merest trifles shot down the natives with re- 
volvers. One of them boasted. that he had 
dispatched in this way three natives who were 
of an extreme gentle nature. 
The Germans began by not permitting the 
flag of the Sultan to float together with the 
German flag on the custom-houses and by try- 
img to undermine the position of the Sultan, 
who had remained sole proprietor of the ter- 
ritory administered by the Germans. The 
protests of the natives was met by acts of vio- 
leace, At Pangani the Suitan’s flagstaff was 
sawn asunder and burned. A rising ensued, 
and for its suppression the Germans. joining 
irony with insult, compelled the Sultan to 
send his own troops under the pretense that it 
pertained to him as soverefgn of the country 
to ingure peace. 
More Suicide Caused by Cruel Treatment. 
Six recruits of the Corps du Garde, sta- 
tioned at Potsdam, have committed suicide 
during the current month on account of the 
tyranny and harsh treatment to which they 
were subjected from non-commissioned offi- 
cers. The frequency of such occurrences nas 
aroused the authorities to action and a thor- 
ough investigation of the system which gives 
rise to them is in progress.

CAN'T RAISE TRACKS. | 


(WHAT J. T. BROOKS OF THE PENN- 


SYLVANIA COMPANY SAYS, 


He Tells. City Officials That an Order to 
Elevate {s Useless, as His Road Has 
Neither Money Nor Credit—Ready to 
Bulld Viaducts and Guard Crossings— 
What the Railroad Corporation Wants 


Two Conferences. 

„There is no use in directing. us to elevate 
our tracks,” said J. T. Brooks of the Pennsyl- 
vania company yesterday afternoon in Com- 
missioner Aldrich’s office. ‘*We might as 
well be asked to erect balloon lines in the air 
and operate them. We have neither the 
money nor the credit on which to raise suf- 
ficient money for track elevation. If that 
scheme is persisted in it will bankrupt the 
railroads entering Chicago or effectually ex- 
clude them. 


Chicago owes much to the railro Its 
growth has been due to the generous fair 
dealing of the city with the railro They 


were permitted to come into the heart of the 
city. Cartage from depots was not expen- 
sive, prices were moderate, and the business- 
men of Chicago were satisfied. So were the 
railroad companies, Speaking for the Penn- 
sylvania company I will say that we 
are ready to build viaducts, to put in 
guard gates, to protect the crossings in every 
way, and to foot the bills, but we cannot ele- 
vate. That is out of the question. Nearly 
five years ago we made a solemn compact 
with the city to erect viaducts, put in gate 


thirty-three feet wide, parallel with our tracks 
on Stewart avenue, in return for additional 
track privileges. We have spent millions in 
carrying out our part of our contract. We 
are prepared to carry out the rest of the con- 
tract at the cost of millions more. We are 
ready to go ahead with the construction 
of the viaducts mentioned in our ordinance or 
contract. But the city tells us through the 
Mayor and the Commissioner of Public Works 
that they are not ready to accept our offer in 
this respect because the elevation of tracks is 
in contemplation. When is Chicago to have 
a settled policy in this matter? One time it 
was viaducts and nothing else. Now it is ele- 
vated tracks. It 1s time surely that Chicago 
had a definite policy. It is neither pleasant 
nor profitable for us to hear of these slaugh- 
ters at our crossings, It is a crying injustice, 
we admit. But we are prepared to take every 
favorable precaution that. the city may direct 
to prevent human suffering through the op- 
eration of our road. Let us know what we 
are to do. 

Mr. Brooks at the Conference. 


Mr. Brooks spoke rather feelingly about the 
matter. He had been ata conference at the 
Mayor’s office in the forenoon. He spent 
most of the afternoon in the Commissioners’ 
office. The city officials were hard on his 
company, the Aldermen had many demands 
to mako, the press hardly sympathized with 
his views as to the duty of railroads. He 
thought he had made generous proposals. He 
was surprised that they were not more cor- 
dially received. 

Mr. Brooks had much to ask, but he was 
disposed to make many concessions. His 
company wanted to lay about twenty tracks in 
the vicinity of Fifty-first street and Stewart 
avenue for a freight yard. It is intended todo 
this under an ordinance passed by the old 
Town of Lake just before annexation. The 


on Stewart avenue, to build a freight depot 
south of Van Buren street along the dock 
line, and to enlarge its depot facilities along 


streets. If the Pennsylvania company is per- 
mitted to do these things it will continue the 
thirty-three foot thoroughfare on the east side 
of Stewart avenue, which now ends at Thirty- 
ninth stréet, as far as Sixty-first street, erect 
viaducts immediately at Fifty-first and Thirty- 
first streets, and hereafter, wherever the city 
authorities may direct, pay all land and other 
damages, and strictly observe every ordirfance 
for the public safety by erecting gate guards and 
by patrolling the crossings. This was the 
substance of what Mr. Brooks said at the con- 
ference in the Mayor’s office m the morning 
when there were present Mayor Washburne, 
Mr. Aldrich, Mr. Brooks, Mr. Loesch, the 
local attorney of the Pennsylvania coinpany, 
Mr. Rodd and Mr. Becker, the engineers of 
the company, Ald. Gahan, Ald. Kenny, and 
Representative McInerney. The latter was 
present to remind the corporation of cer- 
tain promises made when the Town of 
Lake ordinance was passed before annexation. 
The promise was not of record, but the com- 

any, while challenging the correctness of 
Mr. McInerney’s statement, agreed to carry 
out the terms of what, in his opinion, con- 
stituted the agreement—that is, construct the 
thirty-three, foot roadway along its line 
through the Town of Lake. 

Coucessions Offered by the Road. 

Mr. Brooks, having yielded these points, 
went on to say: 

Our roundhouse is just north of Fifty- 
fifth street, and we bought the property sev- 
eral blocks south of there a few years ago in- 
tending to run tracks to our connecting 
line on Fifty-umth street. This has pot 
yet been done and for a time the 
people used the land west of the Stewart ave- 
nue tracks, between Fifty-fifth and Fifty- 
seventh streets, for a roadway. Two years 
ago our people, thinking the public would 
claim a title to che roadway from use, fenced 
it in, and there has been trouble ever since, 
This was ill-advised, and the fences will be 
taken down and tho street thrown open.“ 

But in return for these and other conces- 
sions the railroad company wants to get the 
privilege of laying twenty new switch 
tracks across maa street east of Stewart 
avenue, and ve switch tracks across 
Thirtg-third street, Thirty-second street, an 
alley between two streets, and an 
alley between Thirtieth and Thirty-first 
streets. Applications for permits to lay these 
tracks have been made to the Commissioner 
of Public Worksand the permits refused on 
the opinion of the Corporation Counsel. The 
company claims the right to cross Fifty-first 
street under the Town of Lake ordinance, 
passed in 889, allowing it to lay four tracks 
on Stewart avenue and all necessary side 
tracks and switch tracks.” The right to cross 
the other streets was claimed under the ordi- 
nance of the old City of Chicago, passed Aug. 
22, 1864. Mr. Brooks said in the conference: 

We claim it as our right, without any 
further permit from the city, to lay those 
tracks across Fifty-first street. e are 
willing, however, to avoid any farther con- 
flict, to build atviaduct across all our tracks on 
Fifty-first street if we are allowed to lay these 
new tracks.“ 

The time has passed.“ said Mayor Wash- 
burne, when an offer to build a viaduct can 
be accepted as a solution of our troubles. We 
are now considering the question of elevating 
railway tracks within the city limits, and until 
the Council takes action on it we cannot 
sanction the building of any more viaducts.“ 

Mr. Brooks combated the idea and there 
was considerable discussion on this point 
without any concession being made on either 
side. As to thetracks across Thirty-second 
and Thirty-third streets, Mr. Miller based his 
unfavorable opinion on the theory that the 
ordinance not confer a vested right, but 
was a license whieh might be revoked. 

Mr. Miller’s Opinion, 

“The company,“ he said, bas not acted 
upon the priv granted within a reasona- 
ble time. The ordinance does not convey a 
— in perpetuity by the general provision 
or the down of such side walkò as may 
be necessary, and as it is now against the best 
interests of the city to allow the tracks to be 
laid, the railroad is not entitled to lay them.

Senator Henchcliffe 
of Passaic started with a resolution directing 
the ap, ointment of a spécial committee to in- 
vestigate, report, etc. Senators saw no 
objection to this harmless little diversion and 
the special committee was appointed. Courtesy 
required that, having offered the resolution, 
Mr. Hencheliffe should be Chairman of the 
special committee. But the Chairman gave 
him two cast-iron Abbett men in Senators 
Barrett and Keyes to keep him company. 
The tendencies of these gentlemen are noted 
becatise it is assumed here that the Governor 
will mold the inquiry in such a way as to 
shape its results to the advancement of his 
Senatorial boom. President Adrian happens 
just how to be Gov. Abbett’s choice for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination. 
There is apt to be friction in the House be- 
twech the two committees to which the sub- 
ject was refered by Mr. Lane’s resolution of 
last Monday night, The regular standing 
Committee on Roads and Canals was directed 
by the resolution to find out what the nature 
of the deal between the contracting rail- 
road companies was, and whether it is 
an invasion of publi¢ interest or a vio- 
lation of law. The special committee was 
directed te find out how the combination can 
be giefeated, if it should be defeated. It

The committee consists of Lane of Union, 
Daley of Middlesex, and Heaney of Hudson. 
Perhaps if Speaker Bergen had not felt com- 
pelled by courtesy to name Mr, Lane as the 
mover of the resolution to the Chairmanship 
of the committee hé might have preferred 
some one else, Lane is a Summit editor, with 
only a faint leaning toward Abbett, and a man 
of genetal independence of action.

TO INCREASE LACKAWANNA STOCK. 


Directors Said to Be Favoring a Plan to 
Make It Double the Present Amount. 

Nuw Yor, Feb. 17.— There was a rumor 
in railroad circles today that it is the purpose 
of the directors of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western railroad to increase the stock of 
thatroad. The definite shape that thé report 
took was that the stock would be doubled and 
that instead of 7 per cent a low rate of interest 
would be paid upon it. It is well known that 
there have recently been large sales of Lacka- 
wanna stock and it is asserted that im- 
portant changes are imminent in the 
control and management of the road. 
It is also asserted that the 
price paid for the stock by the recent buyers 
was such that small profit could be expected 
m the transaction by reason of an advance. 
Some other method of realizing a profit, so it 
is said, must have been in view. This, ac- 
cording to report, was by means of in- 
cteasing the stock. Samuel Sloan, Presi- 
dent of the road, says that he heard 
of rumors to the effect that the stock 
might be increased, but he knew nothing 
definite regarding the matter. The subject 
had not been brought up yet at a meeting of 
directors, but it might be at a future meeting. 
He could not say whether the plan of doubling 
the stock was feasible or not. 

George F. Baker, who is interested in the 
road, also said that he had heard the rumor 
r the n doubling of stock, but 
added at did not place any con- 
fidence in it “I do not think,“ 
he added, ** that the surplus 
of the road would warrant any such action 
and I doubt its legality. The directors could 
put the additional money in the road, but I do 
not see where it could be used.“ Mr. Baker 
stated. that he had never heard such a plan se- 
riously proposed by those who had the power 
to increase the stock. Notwithstanding the 
denials, itis stated by trustworthy men that 
such action is contemplated, 


ANY PENNSYLVANIAN MAY SUE, 


Readihg Deal May Lead to a Suit in the 
Courts of That State. 

Harrissure, Pa., Feb. 17.—[Special.]— 
Even should the Governor and the State law 
officers refuse recognizance of the action of 
the Reading company in leasing the Lehigh 
Valley and Jersey Central there is another 
way to bring it into the courts. By the act of 
May 11, 1874, defining the powers and duties 
of Secretary of International Affairs, any citi- 
zen can nrake complaint to the Secretary of 
the leasing by a railroad of a parallel or com- 
peting railroad hne. The Secretary of Interna- 
tional Affairs is bound under the act to at once 
begin an investigation through the machinery 
of his department, and after such investiga- 
tion, if he finds that the Constitution has been 
violated, he certifies his finding to the Attor- 
ney-General, and the latter official has no op- 
tion but to at once proceed in the courts, 

This law has been invoked but twice, once 
about twelve years ago, when it was charged 
that discrimination had been practiced by an 
oil country railroad, and quite recently in the 
case of twe Fayette County railroads, which 
were charged with consolidation, In both 
cases the Secretary of International Affairs 
found no grounds for action.

How Smoke Violators Can Be Brought to 
Terms. : 

“Tas Trrpuxn’s position on the smoke 

question ie about right. You will have to 


make people feel the heavy hand of the law if 


you want to do away with the smoke jui- 
sance, said Andrew Young, former Chief 
Smoke Inspector of the city. Mr. Young had 
the credit while in office of having accom- 
plished more than anyone before him in 
abating the smoke nuisance. 

“You may talk about public spirit,“ he 
went on. I have had experience. There is 


not more than one in ten that will put in the 


necessary apparatus for any consideration of 
public convenience, The others will burn coal 
that costs 80 cents a ton and will run their 
plants as cheaply as possible, They won't 
care whether they make smoke or not. 
There is no excuse whatever for any one 
to cause smoke. There are: plenty of amoke-

burning devices in the market and many of 
them are good. Mostof the coking devices 
are good and the steam-jet devices will do 


good work under certain circumstances. Any 


one who will take the trouble to investigate 
can find a device to suit his case and stop 
smoke. 

Win advice do any 28525 Well, there are 
not many who will take advice. You can’t 
compel them to take advice. But if they will 
it is easy enough for the Inspector to pont 
out half a dozen places where smoke consum- 
ers are in successful operation and let the 
men go and see for themselves. How many 
take enough interest to do so? My experience 
is that such persons are scarce. 

This Society for the Prevention of Smoke 
may do good. I don’t say that it will not. 
But you must have more. re is no getti 
away from it, you must make people feel 
that they will be punished unless they obey 
the law. You must make them afraid of you. 
It is, perhaps, a hard policy, but there 1s no 
other. I have tried it. They will give you 
promises. They will listen to you, treat you 
courteously, promise to look into the matter, 
and put you off. Next time you come around 
they try the same game. Then they will tell 
you of a meeting of their Board of Directors 
or something of that sort where it was decided 
to burn hard coal or put in a certain device. 
But they don’t do it, and at last you find that 
the meeting of the directors was a myth. I 
never believed business-men could be sosmall 
as I found them to be when I was in office. 

Then there are the engineers. As a rule 
they will not use smoke-consumers. You 
may put them in place and unless you watch 
all the time your engineer will not use them. 
He simply refuses to doit. Some are stub- 
born, some too conservative, some prefer an- 
other device, many say smoke consuming is 
all humbug and can’t be done. It was not 
done where they learned the trade and, there- 
fore, they say it can’t be done, The only way 
to leep them in order is to give them to un- 
derstand that if smoke is made they will lose 
their jobs. If all business-men would do so 

re would not be much smoke, provided, of 
course, that the proper apparatus is put in. 
But then how can you expect business-men to 
pursue such a E28 if they are not willing 
themselves to do their part towards abating 

nuisance? 

“Fine them. Let them feel the weight of 
the law. Then let them take the fines out of. 
their engineers’ wages or discharge the men 
on whose account they were fined. Keep it up 
all the time. A single occasional fine.is not 
enough. It must be kept up continually, mer- 
cilessly. They talk of persecution. re is 
no such thing. They can stop smoke and 
ought to te compelled to do so. This talk 
about not knowing how to do it is all non- 
sense. What one man can do others can do. 
Conditions may vary, but natural laws remain 
the same, and some means can always be 
found to stop smoke.”’

Though, Engineer Benezette Williatns’ re- 
port on the new route from Sag to Loekport 
was billed as the leading feature of the weekly 
Drainage Board entertainment for yesterday, 
it attracted rather’scant attention. Mr. Pren- 
dergast did not deign to comment on it. He 
Was more interested in the measures to be 
taken for the temporary sanitary telief of the 
city, and urged on his colleagues to give up 
their fantastical notions about white-winged 
commerce down by Joliet and . kaleidoscopic 
schemes for electric lights in Chicago 
through the operation of imaginary wa- 
terfalls at Lockport. The commercial 
men of the board listened to those 
suggestions of Mr. Prendergast impatiently. 
But later on they acted as though hit criti. 
oisms Of their course since the formation of 
the new combine had some effect. Towards 
the close of the session a communication Was 
read from Commissioner Aldrich, inolosing a 
resolution adopted at the conference at the 
Mayor’s office Tuesday, urging the Sanitary 
Board to assume charge of the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal with a view to sending 80,000 
cubic feet of water per minute through it from 
Bridgeport. Mr. Eckhart, to whom the sub- 
stance of Mr. Aldrich’s letter had been com- 
municated, offered the following in connec. 
tion with it: 


Ordered, That the attorney of the district be 
instructed te furnish the board with his opinion

THE PENNSYLVANIA WILL COME IN, 


Project to Build a Bridge Over the River 
at Wilkesbarre to Reach Small Mines, 


Witxessparke, Pa., Feb. 17,—[Special.]—It 
is generally considered by capitalists, mine 
superintendents, and coal operators in this 
section that Reading managers will be 
knocked out of a big harvest of transportation 
by a move made by the Pennsylvania railroad 
company within the last few days.

Mr. Cudahy summarized his objection to the 
bill—that it is a danger and a menace to the 
business interests and the business procedure 
of the entire country; that it is in the direc- 
tion of class or preferential legislation, which 
will never work any good even to those whom 
it is supposed to favor. There is today an in- 
stance of this on our statute books, the tax of 
two cents per pound on butterine. This law 
was passed and this tax was imposed on the 
manufacturers of butterine for the purpose of 
maintaining a high price for butter. Manu- 
facturers were put under a _ license—also 
the wholesale and retail dealers. The 
manufacturers and dealers were thus 
all put under the surveilance 
of the government. At the time when the 
law went into effect there was not over 25 per 
cent of the fat from the animals used that was 
available for the purpose of making butterine, 
At this present day there is 100 per cent, and 
there is not a particle of fat that can be ob- 
tained from the animals suitable for butterine 
which is not saved. Even with this tax of 
two cents a pound, and being hatnpered with 
a license, the trade is steadily increasing and 
Europe takes from us the oleo and neutral 
lard in large quantities to use in making but- 
terine instead of purchasing American butter. 


Charles A. Pillsbury Heard From. 


In the hearing before the House Committee 
on Agriculture on the Hatch Anti-Options bill, 
Charles A. Pillsbury, the Minneapolis miller, 
was on the stand.

ELECTRIC LIGHTS FOR RAILROAD YARDS. 


The Burlington System Will Utilize Them 
in and About Chicago. 

The officials of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad are arranging to locate an ex- 
tensive electric-light plant in Chicago, by 
which it is proposed to light all their offices, 
freight depots, yards, and station depots as tar 
out as Hawthorne. The preparations have 
caused a reportto be circulated that they were 
experimenting with electricity with a view of 
making it the motive power for their suburban 


service, | 

This report ig denied by officials of the Chi- 
cago division, one of whom said yesterday: 
It cannot be true. When it is shown that 
you can move trains rapidly and economically 
by electric power it will be time enough to 
talk about adopting electricity for our sub- 
urban system. There has been no system of 
transmission. of electric power yet invented 
whieh will move any number of railway trains 
with the best dynam. and motors in exist- 
ence. You cannot move more than seventeen 
cars with one circuit. hen you apply more 
power the wires either burn or the electricity 
escapes in some other way. If you multiply the 
circuits and power houses the system becomes 
more expensive than steam and is impracti- 
cable.”’ 

Supt. H. D. Judson, when questioned in re- 
gard to the matter, expressed himself in much 
the same manner. e Said. however, that in 
his opinion the day would come when railway 
trains would be moved by electricity. When 
trains Gould be run swiftly and economically 
with electric power the railroads would adopt 
it.

My father and all our family are especially 
touched by offerings from strange lands. It is a 
new token of the universal brotherhood which is 
not violated by the difference of government and 
nationality. 

My father and I are at present for a short visit 
in Moscow, and are going back to the Govern- 
ment of Riazan, where we have organized seventy 
free eating-houses, in each of which about fifty 
yoome have their meals twice a day. With God's 
help and with the help of good people we hope to 
increase the number of those eating-houses. The 
distress is severer every day, and [ cannot imagine 
what it will be in the spring and next year, when 
the greater part of the cattle will be eaten or dead 
from hunger.

Elaborate Arrangements for the Banquet. 

From present indications the Senators and 
Representatives will be royally entertained. 
Elaborate preparations for the banquet to be 
given Monday night at the Grand Pacific by 
the Commercial club are now being made by 
the Committee on Arrangements. As yet the 
program is pee. but matters have pro- 
gressed far enough to show that it will be one 
of the finest entertainments of the sort ever 
given in the city.

CITY OFFICIALS TO TRACE ALL 
TYPHOID-FEVER CASES. 


W 


A Systematic Inquiry Into the Circum- 
stances of Rvery Oase for the Purpose 
of Ascertaining General Source of 
the Malady Begun—Opposition of Some 
Physicians— Made on the Four- 
Mile Tunnel—A Good Deal of Work 
Accomplished—Other Municipal News. 


The Health Department, it is said, has taken 
the field against typhaid fever in Chicago in 
dead earnest. The movement has been under- 
taken by Commissioner Ware and his assist- 
ants with a double motive, They will not 
only endeavor to put an end to the epidemic 
that now exists in the city but also make a 
scientific investigati into the conditions 
that are present in the city which tend to fos- 
ter the disease, They are fully aliye to the 
difficulties that are before them in the work, 
and therefore the delays which will 
necessarily attend the investigations 
will have no | effect upon the 
thoroughness of the work. The great aim 
will be to trace the origin of the different 
individual cases of typhoid-fever to some 
direct sets of causes. which will be determined 
by careful study of the conditions and en- 
vironment of each qe as it comes into the 
office. When the work is completed and the 
final reports are mae, Commissioner Ware 
will be able to say with some degree of cer- 
tainty whether the trouble is due to bad 
water, defective sewerage, or other hygienic 
evils to which the presence of the disease is 
popularly ascribed. | 

The first systematic efforts began some time 
ago, when a careful investigation was ordered 
into each case of typhoid-fever reported dur- 
ing January which terminated in death. This 
gave the department over 300 cases to start 
with, Then followed the instructions issued 
last week to practicing physicians requesting 
them to report each case of typhoid-fever 
c oming under their ¢are. What follows will 
depend in great parton the physicians, If 
they comply gene with instructions the 
department will soon be in possession of sta- 
morn eh from which general rules can be deter- 
min 


How the Start Was Made. 
Com missioner * — mags outlined his 
policy yesterday afternoon. e said: 

In order to make a start we have utilized 
the certiticates of death in typhoid-fever cases 
for January. These have been placed in the 
hands of mspectors, who, accompanied by 
plumbers, have visited the houses where the 
patients live and male a careful examination 
of the premises, endéavoring to get everything 
connected with the case. It necessarily fol- 
lows that this is a slow operation, for the cases 
are scattered all over the city and no two are 
exactly alike. The reports for January are 
now all in, but as they are not yet all com- 
piled, I cam make to direct statement in 
regard to them. Inicasually looking over the 
various cases I find that in the majority of in- 
stances where the fever has. shown itself the 
houses are in worse than bad sanitary condition. 
Bad plumbimg has been found everywhere. 
A great many attending physicians are of the 
opinion that bad water is not the sole cause of 
the difficulty, but t it is due rather to the 
sanitary condition of the various surroundings. 

It the physicians comply with my request 
and report cases of typhoid-fever to me our 


work will be greatly facilitated. This plan 


has not been in use Te, ee for us to tell 
what the results will be. Some physicians 
seom willing to codéperate with us and others 
have come out flatly and have refused to fur- 
nish us with the desired information.

once, 
Physicians Who Withold Aid. 

„A letter I received yesterday from one 
of the most prominent physicians in the city 
will illustrate the interest felt in the work of 
the department by some physicians, as well as 
the obstacles that must be overcome in our 
investigation : 5 

J. D. Ware— Dear Sir: I am in receipt of a 
postal card from you calling upon me to report 
all cases of typhoid-fever coming under my care 
etc. In reply I desire to notify you: that I shal 
make no such repo until you can assure me 
that I shall be paid for such services rendered to 
the health office, the payment to be made either 
by the city or by yourself. 

Dr. Ware refused to give the name of the 
physician who wrote the letter, Some time 
ago he received the following protest from a 
prominent doctor against the prosecution of 
physicians for neglecting to report cases of 
contagious diseases to the Health Depart- 
ment: 

I learn from the newspapers that you have com- 
menced prosecuting physicians who do not report 
cases of contagious diseases, If the law provided 
for the compensation of such work your course 
would be very proper, bat under the present cir- 
cumstances it is certainly an outrage against 
individual rights which should not be tolerated. 
If no one else will raise his voice against such a 
course I at least would be derelict in my duty if 
I failed to protest against such conduct as be- 
coming to a gentleman and a physician. 

There ought to be a sentiment in the medical 
profession which should render such a course im- 
possible on the part of sanitary officials. Under 
the circumstances you owe it to yourself and 
the medical profession and to the public to make 
up a test case that should be pushed as speedily 
as possible tothe final court of appeal in order 
that we may have a decision from the highest 
legal authority regarding the rights of physicians 
in this matter. 

If we myst surrgnder our individal rights with- 
out compensation for services rendered to the 
po we should have this announced by the 

ighest 11 authority and not by the igno- 
rant and irresponsible legistator. 

„These letters,“ said Commissioner Ware, 
„show how the efforts of the Health Depart- 
ment are hampered by the physicians them- 
selves, although the class should not be judged 
by those who show symptoms of being unrea- 
sonable. They even oppose my posting houses 
where contagious disease exists. Regard for 
humanity and for the children who woulda be 
exposed to contagion if some means were not 
provided to protect them against the danger 
seems never to have entered their minds.“ 


PROGRESS IN THE TUNNEL WORK. 


A Good Deal of Labor Accomplished on 
the Four-Mile Structure. 

While the Council committee and the engin- 
eers from Milwauke and St. Louis dre medi- 
tating what is to be done in the way of tunnel 
investigation, the work of tunnel construction 
progresses apace, Last week 191 feet of the 
four mile tunnel were accomplished—seventy- 
six feet from the four mile crib and 115 from 
the shore.

NO FINES COLLECTED. 


THOSE IMPOSED ON HOUSE OF DA- 
VID GAMBLERS SUSPENDED. 


Chief McClaughry Replies to an Article on 
the Subject Printed in an Afternoon 
Paper—Reasons Given for the Action 
Taken in the Matter—They Will Be Re- 
instated if Any of the Men Are Again — 
Arrested-This Believed to Be the Most 
Effective Course. 


The cases against the sixty-five gamblers 
arrested in the House of David by Chief 
McClaughry and his men a few nights ago 
were disposed of in Justice Glennon’s court 
yesterday morning. When the cases were 
called Chief McClaughry, City . Prosecutor 
Douglas, and his assistant, Mr. Dennison, 
were present to represent the city, 
while Attorney Linscott appeared for the 
gamblers, few of whom were in court. Mr. 
Dennison said that he believed the men were 
willing to plead guilty, and he suggested that 
a fine of $100 be imposed upon each of the 
five men booked as keepers and $10 each on 
the sixty inmates. Attorney Linscott said 
that such a disposition of the case would be 
entirely satisfactory to his clients and the 
amounts as recommended were entered on the 
docket. 

The fines and costs imposed aggregated 
$1,174.75, which would be a pretty fair assess- 
ment ¢gainst one gaming house, but it was 
not paid. 

The Press of last evening printed the fol- 
lowing: 

The famous raid of Chief McClaughry upon the 
House of David crap game iday night in 
which the Chief single-handed sixty-five . 
2 and which furnished so much materia 

or the administration newspapers. had a dismal 
ending in Justice Glennon’s court this morning. 
It will be remembered that shortly after the raid 
the Chief was loud in his assertions that he 
would push the case to the end, and no one 
doubted but that the gamblers would get the full 
extent of the law. 

In consequence of this prevailing impression 
Justice Glennon’s little courtroom at the Armory 
Police Court was crowded to its utmost with s 
tators anxious to see the offenders punished. 
Shortly after court opened Chief McClaughry and 
City Prosecutor Stephen A. Douglas appeared in 
court, and the bailiff in a loud voice called the 
names of the sixty-five gamblers, summoning 
them to appear before the court, 


Only the Attorney Present. 


Every neck was strained to catch a glimpse of 
the men who were to be made an Gamble of. 
The crowd was doomed tosad disappointment, 
however, for only one man responded, and he was 
— Linscott, who appeared for the defend 
ants. 3 ' 
Assistant City Prosecutor Dennison then ad- 
dressed the court, saying; It appears that these 
men submit to fines, and I, therefore, recommend 
that the five keepers, Paul Jones, James Moore, 
Herman Goldman, Edward Smith, and John An- 
drews, be fined $100 each, and that a fine of $10. be 
imposed upon each and every one of the sixty in- 
mates.“ Lawyer Linscott stated that such an ar- 
rangement was perfectly satisfactory to | 
clients, and accordingly $1,174.75 was entered 
upon the docket as the aggregate amount of fines 
and court costs. 

So far it looked as if the Chief had really car- 
ried out his threats, but when a reporter for the 
Daily Press asked the Chief if thefines were to be 
paid, he answered: O, no, we have agreed to 
stay.the execution of the fines, except in the case 
of one keeper.”’ ; :

“Simply because we have seen fit to,” was the

Stephen A. Douglas, however, was more oblig- 
ing and stated that the Chief had thought the 
matter over and had arrived at the conclusion 
that to fine the inmates $10 would prove a hard- 
ship, as many of them were hard-working men.

J haven't talked about the gambling cases 
to any reporter today.“ said Chief McClaughry 
when asked about the article, “‘so the utter- 
ances imputed to me are false. As for the 
rest of it Ihaven’t backed down on my orig- 
inal intentions in regard to the gamblers in 
the least. The fines were imposed, the execu- 
tions were issued, and the amounts will be 
collected should I see fit. I do not want any 
one to get the idea that I made that raid Fri- 
day night from any personal motive. I simply 
want to stop public gambling and I mean to 


do it. 

About those fines. Some of them will be 
suspended; none of them will be remitted. I 
have talked the matter over with City Prose- 
cutor Douglas, and he agrees with me that the 
ends of justice would be better served by a 
suspension of the fines rather than by a col- 
lection. Should we seek to collect these fines 
the result would be that many of these men 
would have to go to the bridewell; as it is the 
fines will be held over the men, and should any 
one of them be found in a gambling house 
again he will be taken before a Justice, the 
original fine reinstated, an added one im- 
posed, and he will then go to jail on a double 
fine. — 

1 don’t know that any of the gamblers 
were employés of ex-Ald. Dixon. I think it 
unlikely, but anyhow Ald, Dixon has had 
nothing to do with the suspension of the 
Hines. 

To Collect Only One Fine. 

City Prosecutor Douglas said; 

„Only one fine will be collected, that will be 
the fine imposed upon the keeper of the house. 
That fine will be collected from the real keeper 
of the house, and not from any of his employés. 
It is not customary to fine more than one 
keeper. In this instance three employés ot 
the house were fined each $100, That fine 
will be suspended, not remitted. 

The city administration aims to suppress 
gambling by 3 gamblers, and the 
gamblers are those who go to the gambling 
houses. Stop the men from going there and 
the houses will close up. 

„Some people are raising a howl because 
these fines, aggregating nearly $2,000, were 
not collected. They think the money ought 
to go to the city. The city doesn’t want 
money that is obtained that way; if it did it 
would license the gambling-houses. The 
business of the courts is not the rage, hs 
revenues but the suppression of evil, is 

uestion is one of expediency, not of expense. 

e find in actual practice that a suspended 
fine of $10 has a greater preventive influence 
than a collected one of $20. Chief Me- 
Claughry agrees with me in the course I have 
taken. By holding a suspended fine of $10 
over these men, with a sure prospect of its re- 
instatement if they are ever caught in a gam- 
bimg-house again, we expect to keep them 
out of mischief. . 

That is our method of stopping gambling 
and it is an effective one.

Finding His Own Ambitio&#® Thwarted, It

ince of the Dominion. According to the 
trade and navigation returns issued today, 
Ontario last year exported of the produce of 
the mine $704,000, of which every dollar’s 
worth was purchased by the United States. 
Ok fish, Ontario sold the British Empire 
$2,000 worth, and to the despised United 
States $416,000. Of the produce of 
the forest the British ng bought 
from Ontario $69,000, and the United States 
$9,000,000 worth. Of animals 2 their prod- 
ucts the British Empire purchased $2,932,000 
and the United States $2,737,000. Of Ontario’s 
farm products the British Empire took to the 
value of a paltry $1,349,000, while the United 
States took no less than $5,390,000. For every 
dollar the farmer of Ontario 2 from the 
British Empire he received five from the 
United States. Of manufactures Ontario sold 
to the British Empire $986,000 and to the 
United States $1,923,000. 

Altogether Ontario sold last year to Brit- 
ish Empire all over the earth a total ot $5,341 
000 and to the United States alone $22,700, 
Of total sales to the world by the Province of 
Ontario, of less than $29,000,000, the United 
States took almost $23,000,000. Outside of 
Great Britain the British Expire purchased 
from Ontario the grand total of $284,000. Here 
is another fact disclosed by the official re- 
turns: The United States alone bought more 
than half of all the agricultural products ex- 
ported last year by Canada to the whole world. 
This is not counting an export shortage of 
$3,000,000, all of which went, to the States. 

It is strange in view of their own figures that 
the government should choose to glorify and 
extol British trade for the ong purpose of 
belittling the United States tra instead of 
endeavoring in the interest of people to 
promote trade both British and American and 
everywhere else, regardless of what flag the 
customer lives under. 

One would think that if Ontario suffered un- 
der the present trade policy the maritime 
provinces, which have been so loyal to it, 
must have prospered. Turning to the navi- 
‘gation tables, however, it is seen that the 
value of vessels built in Canada and sold to 
other countries has fallen from $2,189,000 in 
1876 to $280,000 in 1891, while the tonn of 
vessels built fell from 188,000 in 1 to 
55,477 in 1891. The aggregate trade of the 
whole Dominion was last year $6,000,000 less 
than it was in 1873, $5,000,000 less than it was 
in 1874, and $10,000,000 less than in 1883. 

The effect of the McKinley law, although 
only in operation nine months of the fiscal 
year, recorded in these returns, is startling as 
to some important lines of trade. The ex-

that the large spot hitherto observed upon the 
sun, and which covered a space equal to one- 
sixteenth of the sun’s surface, or an area of 
140,000 miles long by 100,000 wide, has, by 
some great cataclysmic operation, been 
broken into about twenty smaller spots. In 
addition to this other. spots have now ap- 
ared which are situated at vast distances 
rom the original spot and are evidently 
totally independent of it. Whether the vast 
changes now evidently occurring in the sun 
have any effect upon the continued 
succession of storms which are sweeping 
across the country from the northwest in a 
semicircle to the northeast, is a problem to 
which the scientists at the naval observatory 
are devoting considerable study. It is an in- 
teresting fact that the path of these storms, as 
shown by the weather maps which are issued 
daily, and especially by the line of red tape 
upon the huge map in the lobbies of the Sen- 
ate and House af the Capitol, is along what 
astronomers call a magnetic latitude.” It 
is a well-known fact that the magnetic pole is 
not the true pole around which the earth re- 
valves, and the line of the storm, therefore, 
does not follow the latitudinal lines along the 
map. The fact that there was a connection 
between these magnetic latitudes and the path 
of the storms led Prof. Frisbie to say today 
that there must be some relation between 
them, although nothing is definitely known on 
the subject. He continued: 
The connection between the appearance of sun 
oy and magnetic disturbances is well marked. 
needle varied 1%° during the twenty-four 
hours succeeding the appearance of the sun spots 
last Friday. Whether the spots also have any in- 
fluence over or any relation to climatic disturb- 
ances is not so certain, and, indeed, we do not 
know anything that would warrant sucha con- 
clusion as being actually and undeniably the 
fact. At the same time some interesting events 
have just occurred. A barometric depression 
crossed the northern partof the United States 
last Friday night and Saturday morning, devel- 
oping on the coast of Nova Scotia into a cycionic 
storm of unusual violence. This has been fol- 
lowed by a second storm of similar character but 
less strength. While this was happening mag- 
nificent displays of the aurora borealis were seen 
in the northern part of the United States, being 
observed here at 7:15 a. m. and 7:0 p. m. last Sat- 
urday. The magnetic disturbances lasted for 
thirty-six hours, but are now normal.
